J.  HAVE  the  honor  to  enclofe  a  number  of 
documents  in  fupport  of  the  claim  of  my  father  Elijah 
Aver,  deceafed,  for  lands  granted  to  Nova  Scotia  re- 
fugees.  They  are  fuch  as  leave  no  doubt  ot  its  be  ng 
admitted,  unlefs  their  coming  after  the  time  limited 
by  Congrefs,  fhall  be  fuppofed  a  bar  which  the  pecu- 
liar  circumftance  of  the  cafe  cannot  remove. 

1  would  beg  leave  to  obferve,  that  fifteen  years  had 
elapfed  from  the  time,  when  lands  were  firft  promifed 
by  Congrefs,  before  the  aft  of  April  .798,  paffed  to 
carry  that  promife  into  effea;  and  then,  by  that  aa, 
only  two  years  were  granted  to  bring  m  claims ;  al- 
though the  claimants,  from  their  local  fituations,  part- 
Iv  on  the  extreme  frontiers  of  the  United  States,  and 
partly  on  account  of  long  negleft   and  total  rum. 
obliged  to  return  and  feek  fupport  from  their  relations 
within  the  Britifh  provinces,  could  hardly,  withm  that 
time,  receive  notice  of  the  aft,  collea  procefs,   and 
fend  them  on  to  the  feat  of  government ;  molt  ot  them 
were  too  poor  to  be  at  the  expenfe  of  coming  a  long 
journey  for  that  purpofe,  and  they  were  obliged  to 
truft  to  fuch  opportunities  as  might  offer,  for  forward- 
ine  their  papers.  It  is  to  this  laft  caufe  tha    ^  3  failure, 
oii  the  part  of  my  late  father's  claim,  has  be.  n  owing. 
It  will  appear  by  the  enclofed  papers,  that  he  lett 
his  documents  and  a  power  of  attorney  to  lawyer  Bruce, 
of  Machias,  in  1798,  who  neglefted  to  fend  them  on ; 
and  the  enfuing  year,  namely,  in  November  1799,  hve 
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months  before  the  expiration  of  the  two  years  limited! 
by  Congrefs,  my  father  dying,  the  faid  Bruce  rcfulcd 
to  deliver  the  papers  until  letters  of  adminiftration  had 
been  taken.  I  hope  that,  under  fuch  circumftances, 
the  claim  will,  notwithftanding  the  limitation,  be  ad- 
mitted.

_  SPILLER  FILLEMORE,  formerly  of 
Cumberland,  in  the  county  of  Cumberland,  and  pro- 
vince of  Nova  Scotia,  but  now  of  Hinguam  in  the  com- 
monwealth of  Maifachufetts,  yeoman,  do  teftify  and 
fay,  that  I  well  knew  Elijah  Ayer,  fen.  late  of  Cum- 
berland aforefaid,  deceafed ;  that  h-  was  an  inhabitant 
in  faid  Cumberland,  previous  toth.  fourth  day  of  Ju- 
ly, in  the  year  of  our  Lord  feventeen  hundred  and  fe- 
venty  fix  ;  that  he  was  one  of  the  committee  which 
raifed  an  armed  force,  in  faid  Cumberland,  for  the  re- 
duftion  of  the  fort  there,  in  the  faid  year ;  that  I  was 
a  foldier  in  the  faid  army,  and  frequently  faw  the  faid 
Ayer  with  the  faid  army;  that  after  the  defeat  of  faid 
army,  by  the  Britifli  troops,  the  faid  Aye*  abandoned 
his  fettlement  in  Cumberland  aforefaid,  in  confequence 
of  his  giving  aid  to  the  United  States  in  the  manner 
aforefaid,  and  fled  to  PaiTamaquoddv  within  the  limitg 
of  the  faid  United  States;  and  that  he  continued  with- 
in the  limits  of  the  faid  United  States,  until  the  ternii- 
nation  of  the  war ;  and  did  not  return  to  fettle  in 
Cumberland  aforefaid,  until  about  the  year  feventeen 
hundred  and  ninety  two. 

I  farther  teftify  and  fay,  that  the  intention  of  raifing 
faid  force,  was  to  reduce  the  faid  fort  for  and  in  the 
name  of  the  faid  Urited  States :  and  I  farther  teftify 
and  fay,  that  the  faid  Ayer  was  the  head  of  a  family, 
and  not  a  member  of  a  family,  who  was  refident  in  faid 
province  prior  to  the  fourth  day  of  July  aforefaid.
